MR. CHURCHILL AND MR. 


EDEN IN 


ME. CHURCHILL and Mr. Eden 
4 are in Moscow for talks with 
Stalin and M. Molotov, 
the Soviet Foreign: Commissar. 
Their arrival at Moscow airport 
yesterday morning was announced 
in a broadcast from the Soviet 
capital. 

Simultaneously Mr. Attlee, the 
Deputy Prime Minister, gave the 
news to the British House of 
Commons, when he said:—'' The 
House will wish me to inform them 
that the Prime Minister and Foxgign 
Secretary have arrived safely in 
Moscow for discussions with 
Marshal Stalin and. M. Molotov. 

“They are accompanied by the 
Chief of the Imperial General Staff, 
the Chief Staff Officers of the 
Minister of Defence and other 
military advisers. 

“ This meeting is a sequel-to the 
meeting at Quebec. Marshal Stalin, 
who was unable to accept the invita- 
tion to go to Quebec, welcomed 
this opportunity of meeting the 
Prime Minister and the Foreign 
Secretary so soon afterwards. 

“ The meeting in Moscow has the 
fullest approval of the U.S. Govern- 
ment, and, the U.S. Ambassador in 
Moscow, Mr. Averill Harriman, 
will be the representative of the 
U.S. Government at the conversa- 
tions.” 

Mr. Churchill made a short state- 
ment at the airport on his arrival. 
“It is two years since I was in 
Moscow—two years marked by an 
unbroken series of victories,” he 
said. He paid a tribute to the Red 
Army, which, he said, had broken 
the structure of the German Army. 

The delegation travelled in five 
British planes, and Mr. Churchill’s 
plane was a special craft. They 
landed at. Moscow. Airport, 
M. Molotov was ‘the first to 
the Premier. 

Reuter’s Staff Correspondent, 
cabling from Moscow, added that 
the whole group, including members 
of the Staff, numbers nearly 
50 people. The greater part of the

AIRFIELDS 
BOMBED 


PIUNDREDS of American fighter- 
bombers on Sunday dive- 
bombed a score of German airfields, 
Ninth Air Force H.Q. announces. 
Incomplete = claim destruction 
on the ground of at least 64 German 
planes and severe damage to 49. 

More than 1,100 American Flying 
Fortresses and Liberators attacked 
targets in the Schweinfurt, Coblenz 
and Mainz regions of Germany 
yesterday. : 

Thunderbolts and Eigacoing flew 
1,311 sorties against fighter fields 
and communication networks, and 
300 Marauders and Havocs heavily 
attacked German bridges and supply 
dumps immediately behind the Ger- 
man lines. 

Airfields attacked by the Thunder- 
bolts and Lightnings included those 
at Gelchsheim, urtzburg, Ger- 
mersheim, Frankfort, Babenhausen,

The Security Council suggested in 
the Dumbarton Oaks plan would 
have the primary responsibility for 
maintaining peace and security. On 
it re ntatives of the “ Big Five ” 
would have permanent.seats. Six 
other seats would be filled by six 
other States, which would be elected 
for two years each, three retiring 
each year. 

The Council would be empowered 
to investigate any dispute or any 
situation which might lead to inter- 
national friction, and any State, 
whether a member of the organisa- 
tion or not, would be able to bring 
such a dispute to the Council's 
attention. 

The Council would ,be given 
power to take such action by air, 
naval, or land forces, as might be 
necessary to maintain or restore 
international peace and security. 
Such action might include demonstra- 
tions, blockade, and other operations 
by air, sea, or land forces by 
members of the organisation. 


USE OF FORCE 

All members would undertake to 
make available to the Security 
Council armed forces, facilities and 
help necessary to keep the peace. 


To enable urgent military 
measures to be taken, national air 
force contingents should be held 
immediately available by the 
members for combined winter: 
national enforcement action. 


Disputing States should first try 
to seek a way out by negotiation, 
mediation, conciliation, arbitration, 
or judicial settlement, or any other 

aceful means of their choice. But 
if the dispute continued the Security 
Council would decide whether they 
should deal with it and whether to 
recommend appropriate procedures 
or methods of adjustment. 

The Security Council would have 
power to determine what diplo- 
matic, economic or other measures 
not inyolving the use of force should 

cmpio out its de-i 
apbly them. These would include 
complete or partial interruptión of 
rail, sea, air, postal, telegraphic, 
| radio and other means of communi- 
cation, and also the severance of 
diplomatic and economic relations. 

The. Council should encourage 
settlements of local disputes threugh 
regional arrangements, and‘ would, 
where appropriate, use them for en- 
forcement action. 

The first of twelve chapters in 
the proposed international charter 
says that the purposes of the 
United Nations’ organisation should 
be to maintain peace, to take effec- 
tive collective measures for the pre- 
vention and removal of threats to 
peace, and the suppression of ag- 
gression; to develop friendly rela- 
tions and other measures. to 
Strengthen universal peace, to 
achieve international co-operation in 
the solution of international, eco- 
nomic, social and other humani- 
tarian problems, and “to afford a 
centre for harmonising the actions 
of nations in the achievement of 
these common ends.” 

The British Foreign Office News 
Department states that Britain, the 
United States, the U.S.S.R. and 
China have agreed that, after a 
further study of the plan, they will, 
as soon as possible, take the neces- 
sary steps to prepare complete pro- 
posals, which could then serve as a 
basis of discussion at a full United 
Nations’ conference. 


FUTURE TALKS

THE leakage to the American 
Press of the Dumbarton Oaks 
conference report on Sunday night 
brought diplomats in Washington 
tumbling out of their beds early 
yesterday, says Reuter’s Special 
Correspondent. 

In spite of the agreement between 
the four Powers that the report 
should be published simultaneously 
in their capitals at 5 p.m. (LS.T.) 
yesterday, the American public were 
informed by a New York newspaper 
of the terms of the agreement 
twelve hours before the release 
time, and actually, it is believed, 
before some of the United 
Nation Governments became fully 
acquainted with the report. 

After publication, officials of the 
State Department talked on the 
telephone with the British Embassy 
and members of the other delega- 
tions about releasing the report to 
all, but it was decided to retain the 
embargo.

Between these two 
points is a withdrawal corridor 
one and a half miles wide, . 

Other American forces, driving 
from north and south, have reached 
the road junctions of Broich and 
Weiden, five and seven and a half 
miles north-east of Aachen respec- 
tively on the road to Julich. 

Further to the north, in the area 
of the breach in the Siegfried 
defences, ist Army troops have 
driven a mile beyond Alsdorf to 
capture the German town of 
Schaufenberg. 

The German garrison has little 
chance to withdraw from Aachen, 
for Allied artillery has the corridor 
covered from innumerable com-

The Americans are still clingin 
firmly to Crucifix Hill, in spite o 
four vicious counter-attacks yester- 
day.

NEW LANDING 


British and Canadian troops of 
the Canadian 1st Army “invaded 
the German “ pocket” south of the 
Scheldt estuary early: yesterday by 
Janding from barges in the rear of 
the Germans.

The landing—roughly . south of 
Flushing—was made in fair strength, 
and, although complete surprise was 
not achieved and the Germans 
shelled the beach-head, it is reported 
that resistance was not great, and 
‘the Allied troops are making satis- 
progress.

For several weeks this “ pocket, 
stretching approximately from Zee- 
brugge to the inlet 
Ternfuzen, has held up the Canadian 
army along the Leopold Canal. 
They have forced one bridgehead 
across the canal, but to retain it has 
been a hard fight against an enemy 
well dug-in in flat .country, which 
the Germans cover with machine- 
gun and mortar fire from all direc- 
tions.

FMERGENCY regulations requir- 

ing millers to use a certain pro- 
portion of barley in the production 
of flour will be discontinued at the 
end of this month. Within the next 
few weeks there will be a revoca- 
tion of orders requiring traders to 
hold licences for the sale of bread 
and flour. Licences for the produc- 
tion of batch bread will be con- 
tinued in view of the subsidy. which 
is paid on this commoditv.. 

An Irish Times representative 
learned yesterday from an authori- 
tative source that in December last, 
when it was decided to produce a 
flour of a lesser extraction than 100 
per cent., it was found necessary to 
supplement the supply of wheat with 
barley. Although imported wheat 
will still be needed to supplement 
the yield from this year’s harvest, it 
Is anticipated that enough will be 
available to provide an all-wheaten 
flour of 85 per cent. extraction until 
the next harvest. Following the 
compulsory measures taken last year 
to secure an increased acreage of 
wheat. the yield of nativé wheat is 
expected to be substantially greater 
than it was the previous year, 

Sales of flour increased by about 
10 per cent. since 1939, and the out- 
put of ‘the mills had been corre- 
spondingly increased. The present

surprises; its secrets also have been 
well kept. The news, therefo 
that Mr. Winston Churchill 
his Foreign Secretary, Mr. 
Anthony Eden, arrived in 
Moscow yesterday need surprise 
nobody. The purpose of their 
visit has not yet been made 
public; but there can be small 
doubt that, although the presence 
of fighting chiefs suggests a mili- 
tary background, it also has some 
connection with the report of the 
Dumbarton Oaks Conference, 
which has just been published. The 
American newspapers are notori- 
ously enterprisihg. The delegates 
who met at Dumbarton Oaks and 
outlined the framework of a new 
order for the conduct of the 
world undertook that nothing 
would be published until yester- 
day. Their report was said to be 
“unpublishable, unbroadcastable, 
and untransmissible” before the 
appointed hour. Yet a New York 
journal was able to give its 
readers a reasonably adequate 
summary of the document twenty. 
four hours in advance. The 
scheme which has been formu- 
lated at Dumbarton, Oaks pro- 
vides for the constitution of what, 
in effect, will be another League 
of Nations. Under this scheme 
Britain, the United States, Soviet 
Russia and China would have the 
primary responsibility for the 
maintenance of world peace. 
Apparently, France would be in- 
vited to join the “ Big Four” at 
a later stage. The report suggests 
that the new organisation should 
be entitled “The United Nations,” 
the members of which will be 
drawn from “all peace-loving 
countries There will be a 
“ Security Council,” charged with 
the preservation’ of peace and 
security. The “ Big Four,” with 
the addition of France, will 
have permanent seats on. this 
Council. Six other States will 
have temporary seats, elected for 
two years apiece, and three will 
retire every year. The Council 
will have power to investigate 
any dispute. that might lead to an 
international quarrel; and any 
State, whether or not a member 
of the organisation, will be 
entitled to bring such a dispute to 
the Council’s notice. The Council 
will have power, if necessary, 
to take such military, aerial, or 
naval action as might be neces- 
sary in the circumstances, and all 
members of “The United 
Nations” will be pledged to 
make available to the Council 
armed forces, facilities and help 
which might be necessary to keep 
the peace. Justifiable disputes 
normally would be referred to an 
international court of justice. 
There are twelve “chapters” 
in the proposed International 
Charter, the first of which de- 
clares that the primary object is 
to maintain peace, to take collec- 
tive steps for the prevention and 
removal of threats to peace and 
the stoppage of aggression. It 
also lays down as_ general 
principles the development of 
friendly relations between the 
peoples, the achievement of inter- 
national co-operation in the solu- 
tion of economic, social and other 
humanitarian problems, and the 
provision of a centre for the 
co-ordination of united action in 
the achievement of these common 
ends. : 
President Roosevelt already has 
expressed his satisfaction at the 
measure of agreement that was 
reached on so difficult a subject 
in so short a time at Dumbarton 
Oaks. “ The task,” he said, “ of 
planning the great design of 
security and peace had been well 
begun.” For the moment, details 
do not matter. What does matter 
is the fact that an attempt 
is being made to save mánkind 
from the horrors of another 
war. 
the fact must be faced frankly— 


taken more than twenty-five years 
ago, when the late President 
Wilson secured the embodiment 
in the Treaty of Versailles of the 
Covenant of the League of 
Nations. The League, as con- 
ceived by President Wilson, was 
an admirable thing; but it failed. 
History will apportion the blame 
for its failure; but the one out- 


a quarter of a century after its 
establishment the world went to 
war again. Will the scheme 
adumbrated at Dumbarton Oaks 
guarantee the world against 
a repetition of the mistakes 
that were made between the 
two wars? Only time can 
answer that question. The first 
essential is to ensure that there 
shall be complete unity of purpose 
between the High Contracting 
Parties—and we presume that 
Messrs. Churchill and Eden have 
gone to Moscow partly, at any 
rate, in order to make sure of 
Marshal Stalin’s wholehearted 
support. The League of Nations 
failed, as we think, for two 
reasons. In the first place, 
it had no sanctions by means 
of which to enforce its 
decisions. Notable cases in 
point were provided on two occa- 
sions—first, when the Japanese 
invaded Manchuria, and, second, 
when the Italians invaded Abys- 
sinia. Apparently, the Dumbarton 
Oaks scheme does provide for 
some as yet undefined form of 
international militia; but this 
aspect of the problem obviously 
presents the most formidable 
difficulties. © Without the active 
and complete support of all the 
members of the new organisation, 
success would be impossible. 
Experience between the wars, and, 
indeed, throughout history, has 


taught that the friend of to-day

question. And the biggest “im- 
onderable” of all is: Do we plan 
or an Ireland of twenty-six or of 
thirty-two counties—for a lop-sided, 


preponderantly agricultural State, | 


or for a balanced nation possessing 
heavy industries as well as agri- 
culture, and having its eyes fix 
accordingly upon the ends of the 
earth? 


WHY PLAN? 


In these vague conditions, is 
there any point in planning at all? 
Surely there is. t may not be 
ossible to evolve the perfect State; 
ut, at least, there are. certain 
defects in the social and adminis- 
trative system which cry aloud for 
rectification, and can be rectified, 
not, indéed, without trouble, but 
without reference to events outside 
our immediate control or calcula- 
tion. One need only look at all 
{the fuss there has been about 
‘County Managers during the last 
ear or so to realise that ur mg 
is sadly amiss with the traditiona 
system of local government—and, 
by the way, local government 
Matters a great deal to the creature 
¢omfort of the average citizen. The 
$ystem, in fact, is tottering, and 
Mr. de Valera’s Government has 
een making spasmodic efforts to 
atch it up. But why patch up an 
D system? Why not take the 


urageous course of replacing it by 
new one? In other words, why 
t re-plan the organisation of local 
vernment? Our contributors will 
have suggestions to offer—sugges- 
tions which may not be new to 
careful readers of this newspaper, 
but are certainly bolder than any 
that the Customs House has 
ventured so far. 

Or we can plan, without reference 
to unknown factors, for better and 
more extensive services of public 
health. Indeed, we must; for 
Great Britain has already given a 
lead in this respect, and Ireland 
cannot afford to submit herself to 
an unfavourable comparison. Here 
again the Irish Times may be 
capable of helping. 

But the real argument for 
planning, even if much has to be 
taken for granted, is that other 
countries are doing it, and Ireland 
must not be caught on the wrong 
foot. 

On the same day on which Dr. 
Ryan saw no “useful purpose” in 
trade agreements with Great Britain, 
it was reported that Great Britain 
had arranged to buy Australia’s 
exportable surplus of butter, cheese, 
beef, mutton, lamb and eggs for 
varying periods.

Taxation Comparisons 


Beer, which has been in short supply 
for several months, has become easier 
during the last week or two, and 
there has been at least one publican 
in London in the most unusual posi- 
tion of being able to return part of 
a consignment. The taxation on beer 
now stands at the unprecedented 
amount of 74d. a pint, which costs 
ls. The cheapest pipe tobacco here is 
2s. 24d. an oz., ls. 9d. of which is 
tax. Even the cheapest brand of 
cigarettes here—1!s. 9d. for 20—bears a 
tax of Is. 34d. The revenue from 
every bottle of whisky is 25s. 9d., 
while tea at 2s. 10d a Ib. carries a 
duty of 6d. The veoples of Britain 
and America are now the leading 
payers of direct taxation, which is 
£34 per head per year in both coun- 
tries. Canadians pay £28, Germans 
£23, Australians £17, South Africans

The Rotunda 


For some time past the Rotunda 
has been having its face cleaned. 
The cleaning has revealed an 
elegant facade, finely decorated with 
classical swags, cornices, pillars and 
capitals. Is the Rotunda preparing. 
for the second centenary of the 
hospital to which it is attached? 

In the spring of 1745 Dr. 
Bartholomew Mosse opened a large 
house in George's lane as a 
maternity hospital for poor women. 
Six yeafs later he laid the founda- 
tion stone for the Rotunda 
Hospital. In another six years’ 
time the Rotunda itself was opened 
as a place of public entertainment. 

Here is a contemporary descri 
tion:—“ The rooms are elegantly 
enriched. Between the _ pilasters 
against the walls are trophies where 
shields of cut-glass and other 
Ornaments have a very brilliant 
appearance. Apart from the lower 
ballroom and the magnificent 
supper and tea rooms, there are 
lesser rooms for cards and a restau- 
rant. Besides weekly concerts in 
the winter season there are held 
subscription balls. supported by the 
nobility and gentry, card assemblies, 
and, once every season. a 
masquerade. The entertainments of 
the Rotunda form the most elegant 
amenities in Dublin. It is opened 
every Sunday. evening in summer 
for the purpose of a promenade, 
when tea and coffee are given in 
the superb supper room. The re- 
ceipts of the whole, after defray- 
ance of incidental expenses, go to 
the support of the hospital.”
